The meeting was called to order with Mayor Pro-tem Pearson presiding.
Roll Call:

Councilmen Long had & request for a fire plug in the Wheeler Lane and
Hickman Avenue area. X fireplug is locsted at Wheeler Lane and Manor Road, but
that is the nearest,

Councilman Long bad a notation that the street-marker for Sweeney Lane
was painted "Schwinge Lane" and was confusing to the people. ' The City Attorney
stated he would look into this, as the Council had adopted a resolution making
that change at the request of the residents. .

Councilman Long moved that the zoning hearing of AREA 13 and AREA 1k be
reset for Jamary 28, 1954 at 11:00 A.M. instead of February 1lith. The motion,
seconded by Councilman Thompson, carried by the following vote:

"Lump sum bids were taken on the iaying of the sewer line and unit price
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bids were taken on the chanpel excavation, hauling material to the New Filter
Plant site, placing materisl along roadway in Huck's Slough andon riprap to
protect the excavation at the intake. ZEstimated quantities involved under the
items for which unit price bids were received were given in the plans and
specifications and these estimeted quantities were used to arrive at a com-
parison of the total bids received for the entire project.

"Following is a tabulation of the three bids received for the entire project,
based on the estimated gquantities as set up in the plans and specifications:

“Austin Engineering Company, Austin, Texas $38,177.00
Collins Construction Company, Austin, Texas $58,320.00
Joe Bland Construction Company, Austin, Texas $69,622.00

"It is my recommendation that the Austin Engineering Company base bid in the
aaount of $38,177.00 for laying the 30" sewer line and the excavation of Lake
Austin pump station inlet channel, as per plans and specifications, be accepted
as the lowest and best bid and that a contract be executed on this hasis.

Councilman Long submitted the complaint from W. L. SCOURTOR, 1176 Grahsm,
that he got only oneg-a-week pick up on garbage; and this past Saturdsy he was
missed completely. She stated she had another complaint on the Saturday pick-
up, which was missed. The Director of Public Works stated all sections of
town were getting twice-a-week pick up at least.

Councilman White inquired sbout the man driving behind the garbage trucks.
It vas explained he was clocking the different routes for reallocating the
tine, that it was necessary every two or three years to make such a study as
areas were constantly being addegd.

Councilman White inguired sbout the opening of the Bridge and the com-
Pletion of the new Police Bullding. Both are o be opened sometime in Japuary.

Councilman Thompson requested bhat the City Manager hand the Council not
later than two weeks from now & statement outlining the techniques he expects
to use in making the accounting practices end the budget operation practices
conform to the new Charter.
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Councilman Long inquired about the codification of the ordinances and
suggested bringing in a firm $o do i1t. The City Attorney stated 75% of the
work on it had been done, but this past year the office had not been able to
finish it, Also the Bullding Code would be about 50% of the code, If the
present ordinances were codified with the old building code, and the Council
adopted the new one, there would be a lot of additional expense incurred in
publishing it. Other ordinances that would be included in it should be revised
and are now under study. Councilman Thompson suggested that the City Attorney
bring in a recommendation as to what he thought would be necessary to accomplish
the codification. The City Attorney stated there would be about a month's work
to get the job done.

Mayor Pro-tem Pearson inguired of the savings in the runs of the garbage
trucks if they were left at the Sanitary Fills instead of being driven back to
the incinerator each night. It wes stated 1f they were left out, watchmen would
have to be provided.
